I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  general  sanitary  condition 
of  the  District. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  again  record  an  extremely 
low  death  rate  for  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of 
infectious  disease  prevalent  throughout  the  year.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  notifications  received  was  more  than  three  times  that 
for  1903. 

The  District  continues  to  grow  rapidly,  134  new  houses 
were  erected  during  the  year,  and  many  more  are  in  course  of 
erection. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  is  good,  but  water  and 
sewage  disposal  schemes  are  much  needed  in  some  Parishes. 

The  Statutory  Report  upon  the  administration  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops’  Act  will  be  found  on  page  64. 

Separate  Tables  are  given  for  Ratcliffe  and  Kingston, 
temporarily  attached  to  the  Shardlow  District. 

I  append  the  report  of  Mr.  Forman,  Inspector  and  Sur¬ 
veyor,  to  whom  I  tender  my  thanks  for  his  heart}’  assistance 
during  the  year.

ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1904. 


Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
District. — The  Shardlow  District  lies  south  and  east  of  the  Borough 
of  Derby.  It  almost  surrounds  the  small  Urban  District  of  Alvas- 
ton,  and  touches  the  Urban  Districts  of  Long  Eaton  and  Ilkeston, 
on  the  east  and  north  east  respectively. 

Its  extent  is  41,859  acres,  practically  09  square  miles. 

The  northern  portion  is  hilly,  the  altitudes  varying  from  300 
to  450  feet  above  sea  level.  To  the  south  in  the  valleys  of  the 
Trent  and  Derwent,  it  is  flat,  seldom  exceeding  100  feet  above  sea 
level.  In  the  south  west  it  again  rises  from  250  feet  at  Melbourne 
to  about  400  at  Derby  Hills. 

The  principal  industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining  (West 
Hallam,  Stanley,  Dale  Abbey,  Stanton-by-Dale),  Lace  manufacture 
(Sandiacre,  Melbourne,  Draycott).  There  are  paper  mills  at  Little 
Eaton  and  breweries  at  Little  Eaton  and  Shardlow. 

Geological  Formation. — The  principal  formations  are  as 

follows  : — 

Alluvium. — Barrow-on-Trent,  Elvaston,  Sawley,  Shardlow, 
Swarkesione,  Ratcliflfe,  and  parts  of  Kingston  and  Little  Eaton. 

— Aston,  Brcaston,  Cliaddesden,  Chellaston, 
Littlcover,  Normanton,  Borrowash,  Ockbrook,  Bisley,  Hopwell, 
Spondou,  and  parts  of  Draycott  and  Kingston. 

Kenper  Sandstone. — Weston-on-Treut,  Cliaddesden,  Hopwell, 
Ockbrrook. 

Bunter  Sandstone. — Sandiacre,  part  of  Dale  Abbey. 

Middle  Coal  Measures. — Kirk  Hallam,  West  Hallam. 

Lower  Coal  Measures. — Stanton-by-Dale,  Stanley,  Dale  Abbey. 

Millstone  Grit. — Melbourne,  King’s  Newton,  Stanton-by- 
Bridge. 

Millstone  Grit  nad  Shales. —  Breadsall,  part  of  Little  Eaton. 


VITAL*  STATISTICS. 

Population. — At  the  census  of  1891,  the  population  of  the 
District,  omitting  the  parts  annexed  the  Borough  of  Derby  in  1901, 
►  was  23,481 ;  at  that  of  1901  it  was  26,629.  Assuming  the  rate  of 
increase  to  have  continued  as  in  the  ten  years  1891 — 1901,  I  esti¬ 
mate  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1904  at  27,760.  It  is  likely, 
however,  that  this  estimate  is  somewhat  below  the  actual  figure. 
Since  the  census  of  1901,  422  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the 
district,  and  if  we  assume  that  they  average  4.5  inhabitants  per 
house  (as  at  census)  the  total  population  would  be  28,080.

•  By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  took  effect  on  the  1st  April 
1902,  Sintin  Moor  Parish  was  extended  to  include  the  part  of  Osmaston  not  annexed 
to  the  Borough  of  Derby. 
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The  Parishes  of  Sandiacre,  Sawley,  Spondon,  and  Littleover, 
have  grown  considerably  during  the  last  few  years.  At  Beaston 

and  Sawley  there  are  now  large  plots  of  land  set  out  for  building 
purposes,  and  we  may  therefore  expect  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
district  to  continue  in  the  future. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
787  ;  consisting  of — males  406,  females  381.  The  Birth  Rate 
for  the  year  was  28.3  per  1000  of  the  population.  This  is 
decidedly  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  hut 
is  1.0  per  cent,  higher  than  that  for  last  year.  The  birth  rate  for 
rural  England  and  Wales  for  1904  was  26.8  per  1000. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  421. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
was  366.  Of  those  19  were  of  residents  in  other  districts  who  died 
at  Shardlow  Workhouse.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was 
12.5  per  1000  of  the  population.  This  is  again  a  very  low  rate  ; 
well  below  the  past  ten  years’  average.  The  death  rate  for  1904 
for  rural  England  and  Wales  was  15.3  per  1000,  the  district  there¬ 
fore  compares  very  well  with  this. 

194  males  and  172  females  died  during  the  year. 

38  deaths  were  registered  upon  Coroners’  certificates  and  9 
were  uncertified.  It  is  unsatisfactory  to  again  find  so  many  uncer¬ 
tified  deaths.  Most  of  them  were  in  the  Stapleford  and  Spondon 
sub-districts. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — The  seven  chief  epidemic  diseases  were 
responsible  for  32  deaths,  consisting  of  Small  Pox  1,  Measles  3, 
Scarlet  Fever  7,  Whooping  Cough  6,  Diphtheria  and  Croup  6, 
Diarrhoea  9.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  year  was  1.1  per 
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1000  of  the  population.  This  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  last 
year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  over  three  times  as  many  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified.  The  rate  for  rural  England  and 
Wales  was  1.28  per  1000. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age  numbered  77,  compared  with  89  in  1903,  showing  a  decrease 
in  the  mortality  rate  of  21  per  1000  births.  The  Infantile  Death 
Rate  was  98  per  1000  births  registered,  in  other  words,  out  of 
every  ten  children  born  one  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  twelve 
months.  This  is  by  far  the  lowest  infant  death  rate  recorded  for 
the  district  during  the  past  twelve  years. 

Seven  deaths,  or  9  per  cent,  of  the  total,  were  of  illegitimate 
children.

More  notifications  were  received  than  in  any  past  year  for 
which  I  can  find  the  records.  The  number  is  over  three  times  that 
for  1903.  The  outbreaks  at  Breaston,  Draycott,  Ockbrook,  and 
Sandiacre  arc,  of  course,  largely  responsible,  but  it  will  be  seen 
that  cases  were  spread  more  or  less  all  over  the  district.  Aston, 
Dale  Abbey,  Normanton,  and  West  Hallam  were  the  only  parishes 
of  any  importance  escaping.  This  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease 
of  course  was  not  confined  to  the  Shardlow  District,  but  was  found, 
practically,  all  over  the  country,  and  considerable  outbreaks  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  large  towns  adjoining 
the  district.  Speaking  generally,  the  diseases  were  of  a  mild  typo, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that,  although  there  were  so  many  cases  notified, 
the  mortality  was  small.  Doubtless  this  mildness  of  type  helped  to 
iucreasc  the  number  of  cases,  as  many  slight  attacks  would  escape 
observation,  and  not  being  isolated,  the  sufferers  would  pass  on  the 
complaint  to  others. 

Preventive  Measures. — Infected  houses  were  visited  by  me  upon 
receipt  of  the  notification.  When  necessary  other  visits  were  paid 
to  make  sure  that  the  instructions  given  were  being  attended  to. 
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Directions  were  given  as  to  isolation  of  the  patient  and  the  steps 
to  be  taken  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Printed  bills  were  left  at  all  infected  houses,  these  contained 
hints  on  the  management  of  the  ease,  and  stated  the  penalties  for 
neglect  of  the  necessary  precautions.  A  special  notice  was  left  at 
houses  where  Typhoid  Fever  occurred.  In  suitable  cases,  post 
cards  were  left  to  be  returned  to  me  at  the  termination  of  the  illness, 
when  the  house  was  ready  for  disinfection.  This  was  then  done, 
under  supervision  of  the  Inspectors,  by  the  men  appointed  for  the 
work.  When  patients  were  removed  to  Draycott  Hospital  the 
house  was  properly  disinfected  on  the  day  of  removal. 

Notices  were  sent  to  the  Headmasters  of  Day  Schools  and 
Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  when  children  attending  School 
were  notified  as  suffering  from  infectious  disease.  They  state  the 
nature  of  the  complaint,  earliest  date  when  return  to  School  is 
permissible,  and  suggest  that  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  infection 
should  be  required  before  the  child  is  allowed  to  return  to  School. 

In  districts  where  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred, 
caution  bills  were  distributed  by  means  of  the  School  children, 
and  large  posters  were  exhibited  in  suitable  places. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied,  free  of  charge,  to  persons  unable 
to  obtain  them. 

When  the  Schools  appeared  to  he  connected  with  the  spread 
of  infection,  I  visited  them  and  examined  the  children  present.  In 
several  instances  I  was  able  to  trace  children  suffering  from  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  where  no  Doctor  had  been  called  in.  In 
addition  regular  systematic  visits  were  paid  to  the  various  schools 
in  the  district,  enquiries  being  made  as  to  the  general  health  of  the 
children,  and  the  prevalence  of  any  non-notiffable  infectious  disease. 
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Tbc  valuable  offer  of  the  County  Counoil  to  provide  a  free 
bacteriological  examination  in  suspected  cases  or  Dipbtben. “ 
Enteric  Fever  was  taken  advantage  of  in  a  large  number  of  mstancee. 

Antitoxin  was  supplied  by  the  Distric,  Council  for  use  in  the 
treatment  of  Diphtheria.  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  DipWbem 
patients  were  treated  in  Ibis  manner  vnth  excellent  results. 
Reference  is  made  again  to  this  under  the  heading  of  Diphtheria. 

Hospital  Accommodation-  The  Hospital  was  used  much  more

Five  cases  occurred  at  Littleover.  The  first  patient  was  a 
man,  employed  at  a  workshop  in  Derby,  where  several  fellow  work¬ 
men  suffered  from  the  disease.  This,  therefore  was  evidently  the 
source  of  infection.  The  case  was  not  notified  to  me,  but  I  was 
informed  that  the  man  had  some  suspicious  spots  and  accordingly 
visited  his  house  to  examine  him.  When  seen,  there  was  no  doubt 
as  to  the  nature  of  the  disease  ;  the  spots  were  well  out  and  had 
been  so  for  several  days.  He  was  sexton  at  the  Parish  Church, 
had  performed  his  duties  at  church  on  the  Sunday  while  the  spots 
were  out,  and  had  gone  about  the  village.  In  addition  to  his 
regular  work  he  did  a  little  cobbling,  and,  of  course,  not  knowing 
that  he  was  suffering  from  Small  Pox,  went  on  with  this  as  usual. 
At  the  time  Draycott  Hospital  was  not  available  for  Small  Pox,  but 
the  Derby  Authorities  were  good  enough  to  take  him  to  the  Derby 
Hospital.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  them  and  their  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  for  if  we  had  been  compelled  to  keep  this  man  at  home 
there  would  certainly  have  been  a  much  more  severe  outbreak  than 
actually  occured.  After  his  removal  his  wife,  mother,  and  three 
children,  the  other  occupauts  of  the  house  were  vaccinated  and 
kept  under  observation.  The  vaccination  however  was  too  late 
to  prevent  them  catching  the  complaint  and  12  days  after  the  man 
was  removed  his  wife  and  two  of  the  children  were  taken  ill.  The 
Hospital  Committee  had  now  decided  to  take  Small  Pox  to  Draycott 
and  these  patients  were  all  promptly  moved  there.  The  only 
other  case  traceable  to  this  source  of  infection  was  a  woman  whose 
boots  the  man  had  repaired  a  day  or  two  before  I  saw  him.  She 
developed  Small  Pox  and  was  taken  to  Draycott  exactly  thirteen 
days  after  the  boots  were  sent  home.  Her  husband  was  a  farmer 
who  supplied  milk  to  many  houses  in  Littleover.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  the  business  to  be  carried  on  right  away^from  the 
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house  and  the  other  inmates  were  vaccinated  and  kept  under  super¬ 
vision  until  all  danger  was  past. 

Considering  how  the  first  patient  went  about  while  in  a 
highly  infectious  state  it  is  most  fortunate  that  a  very  severe 
epidemic  did  not  occur  in  this  parish. 

At  Little  Eaton  three  cases  occured,  two  houses  being  infected. 
The  first  patients  were  a  man,  employed  on  the  canal,  and  his  six 
weeks’  old  child.  The  latter,  unvaccinated,  suffered,  as  is  so  usual 
in  unvaccinated  infants  from  severe  confluent  Small  Pox.  From 
the  commencement,  it  was  too  ill  for  removal  and  died  in  a  few 
days.  The  father  was  removed  to  Draycott,  the  house  stoved  and 
the  other  inmates  revaccinated  and  kept  under  observation  for  a 
fortnight.  The  other  case  was  directly  traceable  to  this  infection. 
A  girl,  vaccinated  in  infancy,  but  not  revaccinated,  visited  the 
house  before  the  disease  was  diagnosed.  Soon  after  this  visit  she 
developed  a  mild  attack  of  Small  Pox.  When  the  nature  of  the 
complaint  was  recognised  she  was  removed  to  Draycott  immediately 
and  the  usual  precautions  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 
She  was  employed  at  her  father’s,  a  wholesale  stationer,  in  Little 
Eaton.  A  day  or  two  before  her  removal  she  was  making  paper- 
bags  for  sweets  to  be  used  at  a  children’s  treat,  and  sewing  pages 
of  hymns  for  a  Sunday  School  Anniversary.  All  these  materials 
together  with  others  likely  to  be  infected,  were  burnt  by  my  orders 
and  compensation  was  paid  by  the  Council.  Here  again  the  ability 
to  move  the  patients  to  Draycott,  immediately  enabled  us  to  deal 
successfully  with  the  outbreak. 

At  Shardlow  Workhouse.  The  patient  was  a  tramp.  He  came 
into  the  tramp-ward  with  the  rash  well  developed.  For  several 
nights  he  had  slept  out  under  hedges  and  haystacks,  of  course  in  a 
highly  infectious  state.  He  was  removed  to  Draycott  and  revac- 
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cinatiou  offered  to  all  the  other  men  in  the  tramp  ward,  but  every 
one  refused  to  submit  to  it.  This  is  a  good  example  of  the  danger 
to  which  the  community  in  general  is  exposed  by  the  army  of 
tramps  on  the  roads.  It  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  cases  were 
due  to  infection  from  this  man  before  he  came  to  Shardlow,  and 
it  is  likely  that  some  of  the  men  in  the  tramp  ward  at  the  time  he 
was  there  developed  the  disease  later  on.  It  is  significant  that  all 
men  in  the  ward  refused  vaccination.  Doubtless  a  few  weeks 
spent  in  hospital  suffering  from  a  mild  attack  of  Small  Pox  would 
be  looked  upon  by  them  as  a  pleasant  holiday,  and  greatly  to  be  pre¬ 
ferred  to  trampiug  the  country  with  an  arm  sore  from  vaccination. 

At  Weston  one  case  occured.  The  patient,  a  woman,  probably 
contracted  the  disease  in  Derby.  She  was  first  seen  by  me  about 
11  a.m.,  and  by  5  p.m.  she  was  removed  to  hospital,  the  house 
stoved,  infected  clothing,  Ac.  burnt,  and  all  direct  contacts  revac- 
cinated.  Within  a  day  or  two  about  100  other  persons  were 
revaccinated  in  the  parish  and  no  more  cases  occurred. 

It  is  fortunate  that  all  these  Small  Pox  outbreaks  occurred 
about  the  same  time,  while  the  Draycott  Hospital  was  available  for 
their  reception.  I  am  sure  that  the  decision  of  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  to  send  out  the  few  fever  cases  in  hospital  at  the  time  and 
admit  Small  Pox  was  wise.  No  return  case  of  fever  occurred  at 
any  house  to  which  children  were  sent,  due  of  oourse  to  the  care 
taken  by  the  hospital  authorities  before  discharging  them.  No  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
took  place  while  the  hospital  was  closed  to  these  diseases,  and  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  the  outbreaks  of  Small  Pox  could  not  have 
been  stamped  out  as  they  were  if  no  means  of  isolation  had  been 
available.  The  Weston  case  shows  how  Small  Pox  can  be  managed 
if  only  the  necessary  means  of  dealing  with  it  are  at  hand,  but  no 
one  can  do  satisfactory  work  without  proper  tools.  I  have 
written  at  some  length  upon  this  subject  because  the  action  of  the 
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Hospital  Committee  aroused  criticism,  but  under  similar  circum¬ 
stances  I  should  strongly  advise  them  to  do  the  same  again. 

A  special  report  upon  the  Small  Pox  outbreaks  was  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Cases  notified  174.  Removed  to  hospital  79. 
Houses  infected  120.  Deaths  7.  Case  mortality,  4  per  cent. 
Largest  number  of  notifications  received  in  February,  viz.,  3G  ; 
least  in  July,  viz.,  1. 

The  cases  were  distributed  more  or  less  all  over  the  district, 
and  throughout  the  year.  Speaking  generally,  the  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type,  and  few  of  the  patients  suffered  from  serious  after  effects.

"Wilson  children  were  excluded  from  Melbourne  Schools  for  a 
month,  from  March  28th,  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Wilson. 
Breaston  children  were  excluded  from  Draycott  Schools,  for  14 
days,  from  October  8th. 


The  most  extensive  outbreak  occurred  at  Breaston,  where 
there  were  44  cases,  with  31  infected  houses.  It  commenced  about 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  became  most  severe  about  February. 
After  dying  down  through  the  summer  months  it  again  broke  out 
in  September  and  October,  together  with  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria. 
Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  in  dealing  with  this  outbreak, 
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permission  to  remove  patients  was  refused  in  many  instances,  and 
some  people  were  very  careless  about  isolation.  The  general  sani¬ 
tary  condition  of  the  village  cannot  be  called  good  ;  many  of  the 
houses  are  small,  in  poor  condition,  and  not  at  all  suitable  for  the 
isolation  of  fever  patients. 

At  Ockbrook  and  Borroxcash  29  cases  occurred,  with  16  in¬ 
fected  houses.  The  outbreak  occurred  in  February  and  March. 
Most  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  hospital,  the  schools  were 
closed,  and  the  epidemic  was  soon  got  well  under  control. 

At  Sandiacre  there  were  21  cases,  15  houses  being  infected. 
Many  of  the  patients  were  children  attending  a  small  private  school 
in  the  village  ;  upon  my  advice  this  school  was  closed  for  three 
weeks,  with  good  results.  No  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Saxcley. — There  were  15  cases,  with  13  infected  houses.  Most 
were  at  New  Sawley,  in  houses  where  satisfactory  isolation  could 
be  obtained.  It  is  fortunate  that  this  was  the  case,  as  removal  to 
hospital  was  refused  in  every  instance. 

Spoxtdon. — 10  cases  occurred,  7  houses  being  infected.  Most 
of  these  were  notified  about  the  beginning  of  December. 

Drui/cutt. — 13  cases,  with  8  infected  houses. 

Melbourne. — 7  cases,  with  5  iufected  houses. 

Chaddesden. — 7  cases,  with  4  iufected  houses. 

Shardlou.—8  cases,  with  8  infected  houses. 

Diphtheria. — Notifications,  76  ;  houses  infected  57 ;  removal 
to  hospital  4  ;  deaths  6  ;  case  mortality  7  8  per  cent.  Average 
case  mortality  for  past  five  years  84  per  cent. 

The  outbreaks  at  Breaston  and  Draijcott  accounted  for  most  of 
the  cases,  and  for  the  great  increase  of  notifications  over  the 
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number  received  in  other  years.  The  disease  first  broke  out  in 
Breaston  and  spread  to  Draycott,  there  being  considerable  inter¬ 
communication  between  the  two  villages.  It  was  noticable,  how¬ 
ever,  that  while  at  Breaston  it  affected  children  principally,  at 
Draycott  most  patients  were  young  adults.  At  Breaston,  the 
schools  appeared  to  be  the  centre  of  infection,  and  they  were  closed 
twice  upon  my  advice  on  account  of  the  disease.  In  addition,  all 
Breaston  children  were  at  the  same  time  excluded  from  Draycott 
and  Risley  schools.  At  Draycott,  many  patients  were  persons 
employed  at  Victoria  Mills.  I  suspect  that  the  immediate  cause 
was  some  Breaston  person  employed  there,  who  had  suffered  from 
a  mild  attack  of  the  disease  and  returned  to  work  while  in  an  in¬ 
fectious  state.  This,  of  course,  is  merely  an  assumption,  as  I  was 
unable  to  actually  trace  any  such  case,  but  all  the  facts  appeared  to 
point  that  way.  The  infection  of  Diphtheria  remains  some  time 
after  the  throat  symptoms  have  quite  cleared  away,  and  with  a 
mild  type  of  disease,  frequently  no  doctor  is  called  in  to  insist  upon 
isolation  for  a  proper  length  of  time  after  recovery. 

At  Breaston  29  cases  were  notified,  with  22  infected  houses, 
and  at  Draycott  28,  with  22  infected  houses. 

Sandiacre  9  cases,  with  9  infected  houses,  and  one  death. 

Melbourne,  Elvaston,  and  Ockbrook,  2  cases  at  each. 

Breaston  Schools  were  closed  from  October  10th  to  October 
29tli  on  account  of  Diphtheria,  and  all  Breaston  children  were 
excluded  from  Draycott  and  Risley  Schools. 

The  extremely  low  mortality  rate  is  partly  due  to  the  mild 
type  of  disease,  but  chiefly,  I  think,  to  the  free  use  of  Antitoxin  in 
its  treatment.  All  the  cases  notified  at  Breaston  and  Draycott 
were  treated  in  the  early  stages  with  Antitoxin,  supplied  by  the 
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District  Council.  In  these  two  places,  out  of  57  patients  so  treated 
only  2  died,  giving  a  mortality  of  8-5  per  cent.  The  average  rate 
for  five  years  for  the  district  is  84  per  cent. ;  therefore,  if  this  rate 
had  been  maintained  in  1904,  we  should  have  had  19  deaths  in 
Breaston  and  Draycott  in  place  of  2  ;  and  25  in  the  whole  district 
in  place  of  G.  The  account  for  Autitoxin  certainly  was  somewhat 
heavy,  hut  I  think  it  must  be  admitted  that  it  was  responsible  for 
saving  about  19  lives. 

Enteric  Fever. — Cases  notified  7,  houses  iufccted  8.  Re¬ 
moved  to  Derby  Infirmary  5.  Deaths  nil. 

Five  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  Chaddesden.  All  the 
patients  were  taken  ill  within  a  short  time,  so  that  the  disease  was 
not  taken  by  one  from  another,  but  from  a  common  source.  There 
is  little  doubt  but  that  this  was  a  boy  who  went  to  stay  at  the  house 
while  recovering  from  a  mild,  undiagnosed,  attack  of  Typhoid 
Fever.  He  had  been  ill  shortly  before,  and  the  account  given  of 
his  illness  appeared  suspicious.  A  bacteriological  examination  also 
gave  evidence  in  favour  of  his  having  suffered  from  this  disease. 
All  the  patients  from  this  house  were  removed  to  Derby  Infirmary. 

One  case  occurred  at  Sandiacre,  and  one  at  Stanley. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Notifications  received  2  ;  no  deaths.  The 
cases  lmd  no  connection  one  with  another.  Investigations  were 
made  as  to  the  cause  of  the  disease,  and  when  necessary  informa¬ 
tion  was  sent  to  the  Local  Authority,  under  the  Midwives’  Act. 

Eryxipilas. — Notifications  24,  houses  infected  22.  No  deaths. 

Measles.  —This  complaint  caused  three  deaths  during  the 
year,  all  children  under  five  years  of  age.  They  all  occurred  at 
Sandiacre. 
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No  Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  Measles  during  the 

year. 

Whooping  Cough  was  more  or  less  prevalent  throughout  the 
year.  It  was  responsible  for  G  deaths,  distributed  as  follows  : —

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GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Water  Supply. — No  new  scheme  was  commenced  during 
the  year.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  much  required  supply  for 
Stanley  and  West  Hallam  is  not  yet  available.  A  short  time 
ago  it  appeared  likely  that  this  scheme  would  be  completed 
soon,  but,  unfortunately,  a  difficulty  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
the  supply,  and  at  present  things  are  at  a  standstill.

Stauton-by-Dale  has  a  large  proportion  of  houses  supplied 
from  Ilkeston. 

Stanton-by- Bridge  is  supplied  from  a  spring  close  at  hand. 

Little  Eaton  and  Breadsall  have  a  few  stand  pipes  supplied 
from  springs  in  the  hills,  but  the  supply  should  be  taken  into  the 
houses  and  more  generally  utilized. 

Practically,  all  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  by 
shallow  wells. 

Excrement  disposal  and  Scavenging. — No  new  sewage 
seheme  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Some  alterations  were 
made  to  the  Draycott  Sewage  Farm  and  the  effluent  was  rendered

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more  satisfactory,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  Tha 
Sawley  scheme,  for  which  there  is  urgent  call,  is  progressing  slowly. 

In  all  parishes  having  public  scavengers  (Normanton,  Mel¬ 
bourne,  Sandiacre,  Spondon,  Sawley,  Draycott,  Littleover,  Ock- 
brook  and  Borrowash),  the  work  has  been  done  fairly  satisfactorily. 
Great  difficulty  in  getting  ashpits  emptied  is  experienced  at  Breas- 
ton.  I  am  sure  that  the  expense  of  a  scavenger  for  this  village 
would  be  well  repaid  to  the  inhabitants  in  increased  health  and 
comfort. 

House  Sanitation. — Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
found  and  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Two  houses  were  closed,  as 
unfit  for  habitation.  From  the  Inspector’s  report  it  will  be  seen 
that  a  large  number  of  notices  were  served  relating  to  drains. 
Many  of  these  were  to  replace  existing  D  traps  by  proper  earthen¬ 
ware  gullies. 

» 

Systematic  Inspection. — It  was  not  possible  to  pay  so 
much  attention  to  this  in  1904  as  in  previous  years.  The  ex¬ 
tremely  large  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified,  and 
the  Small-pox  outbreaks  had  to  be  attended  to  and,  of  course, 
occupied  much  of  the  time  that  would  otherwise  have  been  given 
to  special  inspection.  When  possible,  however,  visits  were  paid 
with  Mr.  Forman  to  parishes  where  important  matters  appeared  to 
require  attention.  These  included  Breaston  (2),  Sawley,  Borrow¬ 
ash,  Breadsall,  Melbourne  (2),  Sandiacre,  Normanton,  Stanton-by- 
Bridge.  In  the  course  of  these  inspections  various  insanitary 
defects  were  found,  due  notice  served  and  attended  to  in  all  cases. 

Bye  =  Laws. — Bye-laws,  made  in  1899,  with  respect  to  new 
buildings  and  streets,  are  in  force  over  the  whole  of  the  district. 
They  follow  closely  the  model  bye-laws,  are  satisfactory  and  well 
enforced. 
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Urban  Powers  under  See.  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  are 
in  force  in  Draycott,  Littlcover,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook,  Normanton, 
Sandiacre,  Spondou  and  Sawley. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1901.— The  provisions  of 
this  Act  have  been  duly  carried  out.  The_  number  of  Workshops 
on  the  register  is  51.  These  were  inspected  and  are  satis¬ 
factory.  Several  notices  were  received  from  the  District  Inspector, 
and  their  requirements  were  duly  carried  out.  A  permanent  list 
of  outworkers  is  kept,  there  being  98  persons  registered  as 
taking  outwork.  Lists  of  outworkers,  living  in  other  districts,  but 
employed  by  firms  in  the  Shardlow  district,  were  forwarded  to  the 
Authorities  of  these  districts.  Several  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurred  at  the  homes  of  outworkers,  in  all  instances  the  work  was 
stopped  without  any  formal  proceedings.  It  was  not  necessary  in 
any  instance  to  forbid  work  being  taken  on  account  of  insanitary 
conditions. 

• 

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  now  quite  satisfactory 
in  every  workshop  and  factory  throughout  the  district. 

Bakehouses. — Jbere  are  23  on  the  register.  I  do  not 
think  any  remain  unregistered  in  the  district.  The  bakehouses 
were  regularly  inspected,  and  3  notices  to  limewash  were  served 
and  complied  with.  All  are  in  a  perfectly  good  sanitary  condition. 
There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 

No  instance  of  the  employment  of  any  protected  person  in  a 
workshop  where  no  abstract  of  the  Act  was  posted  up  came  under 
my  notice  during  the  year.

The  appended  tables  show  a  decrease  in  several  departments, 
as  compared  with  1903.  (This  was  partly  due  to  my  recent  ill¬ 
ness),  but  I  would  point  out  that  the  improved  sanitary  condition 
of  the  District  is  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
defective  drains,  insanitary  privies,  and  other  matters.  The  epi¬ 
demics  of  Smallpox  also  interfered  somewhat  with  the  general 
routine  of  the  work. 

Visits  were  made  to  the  various  Parishes,  as  hereunder  named, 
and  all  the  nuisances  detected  dealt  with  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  nuisances  abated  exceeds 
the  nuisances  detected.  This  is  owing  to  a  number  of  notices  being 
served  at  the  end  of  1908,  and  the  nuisances  were  abated  early 

in  1904. 

The  Scavenging  and  Collection  of  House  Refuse  have  been 
carried  out  in  a  greatly  improved  manner,  especially  in  the  case  of 
Ockbrook  and  Borrowasli. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected  as  usual,  and 
taking  them  on  the  whole,  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

It  is  customary  in  the  District  for  the  Cowsheds  to  be  lime- 
washed  twice  a  year,  v».,  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn,  consequently, 
very  few  notices  were  required  for  cleansing. 
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The  Factories,  Bakehouses,  and  Slaughter-houses  were  in¬ 
spected,  and  in  various  cases  the  necessary  notices  were  served. 
Additional  fire  escapes  were  provided  at  Borrowash  Mills  and 
Hooley’s  Factory,  Sandiacre. 

There  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  houses  built  as 
compared  with  1903,  but  it  is  very  probable  that  a  much  larger 
number  will  be  built  in  1905,  especially  at  Sawley  and  Littleover, 
where  a  number  of  new  streets  are  being  laid  out. 


Scavenging,  Sewage  Disposal,  &c. 

Aston-on-Trent. — The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house 
refuse  are  still  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  parish 
is  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Winter-bottom  for  defraying  the  cost  of 
the  same. 

Breaston. — The  sewers  are  periodically  flushed,  and  the  filter 
tanks  and  manholes  cleaned  out  quarterly.  The  filter  tanks  have 
been  supplied  with  fresh  filtering  materials,  but  the  effluent  is  not 
satisfactory  as  yet. 

The  sewer  in  Bisley  Lane  has  been  re-laid,  and  the  sewage 
tank  in  Draycott  Lane  cleaned  out.  Owing  to  the  epidemics  of 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  parish,  the  sewers  were  flushed 
daily  for  a  month. 

A  sewage  scheme  is  much  needed,  and  will  shortly  be  absol¬ 
utely  necessary,  owing  to  new  streets  being  laid  out,  the  sewers  of 
which  cannot  be  connected  with  the  present  outfall. 

Cheilaston. — The  whole  length  of  the  outfall  ditches  has  been 
cleaned  out,  and  the  culvert  underneath  the  railway  has  been 
repaired. 
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Draycott. — The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Farm  has  not  been 
very  good  lor  some  time,  but  the  Parochial  Committee  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  improving  it  by  dividing  the  Farm  into  plots,  and  treat¬ 
ing  one  each  day  with  sewage,  and  by  removing  some  ot  the 
drainage  pipes,  as  the  land  has,  undoubtedly,  been  over-drained. 

The  sewers  are  regularly  attended  to,  and  the  manholes 
cleaned  out. 

The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse  are  carried  out 
in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner. 

Elraxton. — The  question  was  considered  of  having  the  brook 
cleaned  out  for  its  entire  length  through  the  parish,  but  no  further 
steps  were  taken. 

Little  Eaton. — The  sewer  through  “  the  town  ”  has  been  taken 
up  and  re-laid. 

Littleover. — The  question  of  the  sewage  disposal  has  been 
brought  to  a  climax  through  the  Trustees  for  the  laud  in  which  the 
outfall  is  situated  giving  a  year’s  notice  for  the  present  system  to 
be  abolished.  The  Parochial  Committee  consulted  Mr.  Fuller, 
Engineer,  as  to  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  the  sewage 
dealt  with  by  the  Borough  of  Derby,  or  by  an  independent  scheme. 
It  was  ascertained  however  that  the  Borough  cannot  deal  with  the 
question  until  their  own  scheme  is  finished.  The  Committee  are 
therefore  considering  a  separate  scheme. 

The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse  have  been 
efficiently  carried  out. 

Melbourne. — The  sewers  are  periodically  flushed,  and  those  in 
New  York  and  Derby  Road  have  been  cleaned  out. 

The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse  arc  efficiently 
and  methodically  carried  out. 
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The  Sewage  Farm  and  Water  Committees  are  very  necessary 
and  do  their  work  in  an  admirable  manner.  Mr.  J.  Wright  has 
very  properly  been  appointed  Secretary,  at  a  yearly  salary. 

Normanton. — The  scavenger  does  his  work  in  a  very  thorough 
manner.  No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  past  three 
years. 

Ockbrook. — A  great  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the 
scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
maintained. 

The  outfall  ditches  in  the  Allotment  Gardens  and  Green 
Lane  have  been  cleaned  out,  and  the  sewers  in  Green  Lane 
repaired. 

Sundiacre. — The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse 
are  satisfactory. 

The  manholes  are  cleaned  out  quarterly,  and  the  sewers 
regulaidy  attended  to. 

Sawley. — The  works  for  the  new  sewage  scheme  are  not  yet 
commenced.  An  early  start  is  advisable  as  a  large  number  of  new 
houses  are  being  rapidly  built. 

The  sewers  and  tanks  are  regularly  attended  to. 

The  scavenging,  &c.,  is  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Shardlow. — The  sewers,  manholes,  &c.,  have  been  cleaned  out. 
The  additions  to  the  Workhouse  will  cause  a  large  amount  of 
sewage  to  be  discharged  into  the  main  sewer  which  has  very  little 

fall. 


The  Parochial  Committee  are,  however,  taking  steps  to  deal 
with  the  matter.

The  entire  length  of  the  outfull  ditches  has  been  cleaned  out, 
and  a  new  sewer  laid  in  Stoney  Lane. 

It  is  now  time  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  approach  the 
Borough  of  Derby  on  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  sewage. 

Stanley  and  West  Hallam.— The  proposed  Water  scheme  has 
been  practically  at  a  standstill  for  some  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  a  scheme  will  soon  be  decided  upon,  and  an  early  start  made 
with  the  Works,  as  a  sewage  scheme  is  very  necessary,  which  can¬ 
not  be  entered  into  until  the  water  question  is  settled.
